Albany, N. Y., Oct. 21 UPi. — Cam- 


paigning legislators returned to their 
home districts today to renew the 
drive for votes after setting up elec- 
tion machinery to handle the ex- 
tremely heavy vote indicated by un- 
precedented registration.

voting hours from 6 to 9 p. m and 
another granting a referendum on an 
eight hour day for New York city's 
firemen were passed yesterday by an 
extraordinary session of the legisla- 
ture. 


Called by

Action in Court 
OnWhoOwns Farm 


An action brought to set aside an 


alleged conveyance of real 
estate 


was taken up in court this morning. 
Milton C. Bryon of Saxton brings an 
action against his sister-in-law, Vena 
H. Byron, and her two. children to 
secure title to a 65 acre farm which 
he alleges belongs to him and upon 
which he now resides. 


Plaintiff claims that the land was 


willed to him by his father and that 
some time ago it was sold for taxes 
and bought in by bis brother, Dr. 
Bryon, but with the understanding 
that plaintiff was to secure title to 
the land upon making payments to 
his brother of the moneys expended. 


The plaintiff alleges that despite 


this understanding the 
farm 
was 


sold to a third party who in turn 
transferred it back to Mrs. Vena 
BryoD, wife of Dr. Bryon of Con- 
necticut and that later she deeded 
the farm to plaintiff. This deed was 
never recorded and It is now alleged 
to be lost. Title is sought however 
by plaintiff on the ground that from 
the facts in the case and also be- 
cause of no consideration ever having 
been paid by Vena Bryon she never 
had title to the land and that there- 
fore when in 1931 or 1932 she trans- 
ferred title to «ier eon and daughter 
that she had no right to do so and 
the plaintiff claims this transfer is 
void and he seeks to have tbe conn 
place him in ownership. 


The defendants on the other hand 


claim that there w»s *n agreement 
between the parties and that Milton 
was a tenant on the farm and was 
expected to pay rent to Mrs. Bryon 
through her husband. Defendants 
claim that in 1923 Mrs. Bryon asked 
for an accounting from her tutband 
and that in the transaction tbe f»ra 
was transferred to Mm. Bryon be- 
cause of back rent due her. At that 
time it is claimed by the defendant* 
that Mrs. Bryon »ipj*d a paper which 
she now claims »he believe* was an 
agreement to rent the farm to the 
plaintiff.

Hotel, the hotel in which was held 
the Jollification meeting when the 
charter was granted to the City of 
Kingston combining Rondout and 
Kingston Into one city, as outlined 
recently in a. series of sketches that 
were published in The Freeman. 


The Grand Central Hotel was later 


replaced by the present structure.

DKAFXKSS VS. BLINDNESS 


I find myself writing about the 


deaf or bard of hearing more often 
than about those who are blind or 
nearly blind because to be deaf or 
hard of hearing means little or no 
sympathy from family, friends or 
employers, whereas blindness brings 
out nothing but sympathy and a de- 
iire to help. 
Yet those who know 


most about blindness and deafness 
from having mangled with those who 
are blind or deaf tell us that the 
deaf are really more deserving of 
our sympathy than are the blind. 


It is gratifying to know then that 


there Is the National Society for the 
Hard of Hearing with headquarters 
in Washington, D. C., and branches 
In cities of the United States and 
Canada, and also the National Insti- 
tute for tne Deaf In London, Eng- 
! land. 


The secretary of this National In- 


stitute for the Deaf, A. J 
.Story, 


states, "That an Inquiry should be 
made into the psychological (mental) 
contrasts between the deaf and the 
blind. Lifelong association with the 
deaf, as children and adults, Includ- 
ing 29 years with the blind of all 
ages has led me to know that these 
contrasts are very great. 


The loss of sight Imposes serious 


physical handicaps In activity and in- 
dustry, but it leases mental and so- 
cial possibilities unimpaired. 
The 


blind are welcomed everywhere, and 
can take almost any position In life 
The loss of hearing leaves physical 
aptitudes untouched, but It definitely 
separates from ordinary intellectual 
and social activities. It isolates man 
from man and hinders the higher 
things of life on which true happi- 
ness depends. 
Most people shun the 


deaf, and their opportunities in the 
higher walks of life are extremely 
limited. 


Comparison of the Wind -with the 


deaf clearly shows that in promoting 
human happiness the ear is far more 
potent tban the eye. 


Helen Keller, who Is both blind 


and deaf, says: 
The problems of 


deafness are deeper and more com- 
plex, if not more Important than 
those of blindness. 
Deafness IB a 


much worse misfortune. 
For 
it 


means the loss of the most vital 
stimulus—the sound of the voice— 
that brings language, seta thoughts 
astir, and helps us in the intellectual 
company of man." 


It Is not hard to realize as we read 


the above that deafness may alter the 
disposition and character. 


I am writing this so that we may 


all be more sympathetic, mote help- 
ful, less impatient with those who are 
deaf.

MODEL SHIPBtriLDING 


(Ray Xickerson) 


The idea of modeling boats of all 


kinds has been known tor some time, 
many people having tried their hand 
at It at one time or another, but we 
have selected Ray Nlckerson, ot Clit- 
ton avenue, as the subject of this 
hobby, and will present his own word 
picture of how he "ride* his hobby." 


'When I was about eight years old 


I saw tbe first model ot & boat that I 
can remember. 
Its appeal* to me was 


very strong, and from that time, I 
alwayu wanted to possess a model ot 
a boat—any kind, it mattered not 
whether it was a steam ship or a 
sailing vessel. 


"A« a boy I used to stand by the 


hour looking at the display of toy 
sailing boats in a store window. 
Then I would go home and. with an 
old dull knife, I would endeavor to 
whittle a replica of what I had teen 
out ot an old board. When I finished 
my carving, it did resemble some 
sort of a boat, but never like the 
product 'hat I had in mind when I 
embarked on my enterprise. 


"Then I dropped boat modeling- for 


awbile because of too much school 
work and other things that occupied 
my-time. However, I never gave up 
the ambition to own a really good- 
looking model boat 


"Well, I grew up and went to 


work. 
I married and was kept too 


busy trying to buy a home for the 
family to think much about boat 
models. 
Then along came the de- 


pression, and with it came plenty of 
time to make my first model, which 
was the U. S. S. Preston, a destroyer 
made from blue prints obtained from 
a science magazine 
This boat was 


built on the scale of 1-10 Inch to the 
foot and was named atter Lieutenant 
S. W. Preston, who died In battle 
while leading his men in an attack 
on Fort Fisher in 1865. Boy, what 
a thrill to *ee that boat take shape! 
I nearly spoiled It at various times by 
setting too anxious to finish it. This 
model was completed in tbe winter 
| of 1932. 


"The second attempt was the 


'Swallow', a privateer of 181Z, which 
was built tbe same u those ships 
once used for blockade running, and 
Incidentally greatly favored by the 
pirates because of the speed they 
could attain. 


"The third model was the 'Bear of 


Oakland', a ship built In Scotland in 
1874. and later purchased by the 
United States government for use as 
a revenue cutter in Alaskan waters, 
and finally, ending In the service of 
Admiral Byrd on his expeditions. 


"My moet recent accomplishment 


wa* a model of aa old steam tug. 
'Syracuse/ which was like so many of 
the tugs in rogue oa th* Budaon

Three-Mold Glass Blown, 


Hence Not Machine-Made 


Any discussion of the so-called 


three-mold glass miut be prefaced 
by an explanation of what it is and 
u. not. Although several connois- 
seurs have described the way in 
which it was made and how to 
distinguish it from other glass with 
similar characteristics, its real sig- 
nificance is misunderstood by many 
persons, writes Laura Woodside 
Watkms in the New York Sun. 


The first point to bear In mind Is 


that three-mold glass was always 
blown—never pressed—and that a 
pontil mark gives evidence of the 
fact. Secondly, it was blown in a 
full-size pattern 
mold that was 


hinged in three vertical sections so 
that it might be opened for with- 
drawing the completed article with- 
out injury to the pattern The join- 
ings of the three parts of the mold 
left slight ridges or Mam marks 
on the glass. 


I 
The idea of blowing glass into 


molds, rather than shaping it en- 
tirely by hand, arose from the de- 
sire to imitate the expensive Eng- 
lish and Irish cut glass of the early 
Nineteenth century. 
Such imita- 


tions were first made in Ireland, 
but never to so great an extent as 
in America, and were always copies 
of the fluting and diamond point 
cutting on the hand-decorated ware. 
It is probable that the first Amer- 
ican three-mold patterns were sim- 
ilar. They are the so-called geo- 
metric designs, with bands of dia- 
mond diapering and ribbing. Elab- 
orations of these simple but Leauti- 
ful molds, in the form of sunbursts 
or rococo motifs, followed later.

What would you do with a. solid 


suit If the player on your .right start* 
ed the auction with a bid of one no 
trump? 
: 


Most players would .pass on the 


theory that the bidding of the solid 
suit would steer the opening bidder 
and partner Into a safe suit contract. 
They would refrain from doubling a 
no trump game contract In the ex- 
pectation that they could, set the de- 
clarer and a double would result in 
a suit declaration instead, of 
no 


trump. 


In auction days a favorite ruse 


was for the possessor of a solid suit 
sitting over a no trump bidder, to 
bid another suit. 
Partner of the 


opening bidder, having that other 
suit stopped, would raise the no 
trump and the owner of the solid 
suit would double successfully. 


In contract such a ruse work* 


against those to whom It is new 
when the opening no tramp bid I* a 
bit stretched.

"commemorating the first airmail 
service," the design throughout com- 
prising an outline drawing of an air- 
plane coming down on the seashore. 
There are four palm trees In the 
background. In each case the cen- 
ter is black, with the borders in 
these shades:

Today Jeron\e Williams, 83, ot 638 


Delaware avenue, former bandmaster 
at the old Sampson Opera House, 
which stood on the site now occupied 
by The Freeman, exhibited two old 
copies ot The Weekly Freeman, pub- 
lished In 1859, by Van Ketiren * 
Qildersleeve, Itondout. 


Mr. Williams, who wons a Urge 


library of Americana, including old 
editions of The New York Times, old 
Ulster newspapers, books by Ulster 
authors, and besides a vast collection 
of Lincoln, recalled the night when 
the Sampson Opera House burned. 


U was a cold, stormy night. Mr. 


Williams said, and the fire broke 
following a performance of "Jesse 
James," and may have been started 
by sparks from the blank cartridge 
pistols used in the piece 
Fortunate- 


ly, the audience and players bad left 
and no one remained at the time of 
the conflagration 
The bulk ot the 


opera house the next day resembled 
the old Barnum museum in New 
York city, Mr. Williams said, with 
Ice coating the facade and stray curia 
of smoke ascending from dying em- 
bers. Mr Williams recalled with re- 
gret that he lout in the blaze the 
best violin he ever owned. 


Mr Williams reminisced about the 


famous players of the dai who made 
personal 
appearances, 
mentioning 


particularly John T Raymond, who 
ployed In Mark Twain's "The Gilded 
Age " 


Included In the issue of Wednes- 


day, 
November 9, 1859. which Mr. 


Williams displayed was a lead edi- 
torial commenting upon "Old John 
Brown," then under aentence of 
death by hanging upon December 2 
of that year for his rebellion.

Issue said Kingston, also, "Was badly 
in need ot rain. 


In commenting upon the advertise- 


ments of the day, which now seem 
quaint and possessed of a decided 
flavor of indifference compared to the 
swift moving picture of today, said 
the ads. once set, would remain so 
for a year at a time, 
matter was hand-set 


All printed 
The issues.
